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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 22, 24, 26, 40-42 (renumbered as 1-6) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There is no reference in prior art fairly teach or suggest a steering handle for 
motor vehicles comprising: 

a secondary metal about a core; 

a dielectric material between said core and said secondary metal such that a 
capacitor is defined thereby; and 

a second secondary metal about the core and configured such that the 
secondary metal and the second secondary metal define a differential capacitor, 
means for monitoring a capacitance of the capacitor and determining a contact 
between at least one hand of the driver, and the steering handle based on the 
monitored capacitance. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
